2. We list under two heads, (a) courier service, 
and (b), other trips. 


5. A regularly scheduled service of one trip per 
day to the pentagon, one trip to AEC, and five trips to some point 
central to State Department and CIA installations remaining in town 
would be of great advantage to OCI's courier service, saving an 
estimated eight man-hours per day in delivery times and assuring 
service during the presently unpredictable morning and evening 
rush hours .
